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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submissions filed on 
7/17/2009 and 8/03/09 have been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 37-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claimed subject matter is not commensurate in 
scope with the preamble of the claims, wherein the preamble is to a method of 
preparing a material for restoring a mineralized substance, and the claims encompass 
the actual step of restoring said mineralized substance. The step of restoring said 
mineralized substance is not a step in said preparation of the substance, but is to a 
method of using said substance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 37-62 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The composition of the claims, when used in an active process of restoring a 
tooth represents a novel process. Although the actual composition (or kit) would likely 
be found obvious when one takes into account the depth of research done on hydrating 
cements and the like (EP01 70495- a composition likely obviating the material 
composition), the use of the material to actively restore a dental surface is deemed to 
be a contribution over the prior art insofar as the field of endodontics is concerned. The 
use of structural of cements, such as Portland and MTA, are also known within the prior 
art as useful dental materials (See previous rejection). The instantly claimed subject 
matter differentiates itself from these products by limiting the composition of the solid 
component to only those calcium silicates and calcium carbonate among other suitable 
optional components. Thereafter, the process as claimed is deemed to represent 
allowable subject matter. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, see pages 12-13, filed 7/17/2009, with respect to the 
added limitations to the claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
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previous art rejections of the instant claims have been withdrawn. In a recent interview 
with Barry Kelmachter (see Interview Summary) the examiners noted the issue of the 
claimed subject matter not being commensurate in scope with the claim preamble as 
explained in the 1 12 rejection above. The claim is to a method of preparing a material, 
wherein the definitive step in the process, which differentiates the claimed subject 
matter from structural applications, comes in the actual application of the material to the 
tooth or jaw. The attorney on record is encouraged to call the examiner in order to 
remedy the situation.
